The Lansing correspondents of to- 


day’s Detroit papers reiterate in their 


dispatches the nucleus of the interview 
a representative of The Times had with 
Governor Pingree concerning the one- 
fourth of a mill University tax bill. The 
Free Press correspondent writes his 
paper as follows: 

“Governor Pingree arrived from De- 
troit late this afternoon and lost no 
time in unfolding a scheme for cutting 
down appropriations so as to make it 
appear that the odium of high taxes will 
not reflect on him personally. He 
brought with him along message on the 
subject intended for both the senate 
and house, in which he asked that the 
Jackson prison and Agricultural college 
appropriations be called back and re- 
duced by cutting out different items not 
absolutely necessary. He also had a 
talk with Senator Ward regarding the 
measure giving the University a tax of 
one-fourth of a mill instead of one-sixth 
of a mill, and intimated that it would 
be desirable to have the bill recalled 
and the time for giving it effect changed 
so that the additional tax will not have 
to be collected for at least a year, or 
perhaps two years. This would make 
a saving olf $135,000.” 

Gov. Pingree sent in a special mes- 
sage to the legislature asking that ap- 
propriations for state institutions be 
kept away down.

PRESIDENCY OF THE U. OF M. 


WROTE A LETTER 


TO THAT EFFECT

I would 
have given $500 or $1,000 to get ther 


cured. The only steps I ever took to 
have my wife committed to an asylum.

ERBARIO LHS ACETAL ETT ORES, 

Commissioner General of Immigration 
Powderly is wrestling with a knotty 
problem—whether natives of the Phil- 
ippines have a legal right to come to 
this country without complying with 
the: immigration laws. A New York 
amusement manager engaged a ‘party 
of Filipinos, said tobe actors, in Ma- 
nila, and brought them to San Francis- 
co, where the immigration commission- 
er refused to allow them to land on the 
ground that they were destitute aliens. 
The New York manager appealed to 
Commissioner Powderly, making the 
argument that the Philippines being a 
part of the United States, the natives 
have the same right to travel from one 
part of the country to another part that 
is possessed by the natives of any of the 
states or territories; he also claims that 
the immigration law does not apply to 
actors who come ‘to the country for the 
purpose of giving exhibitions.

PINGREE WANTS THE 1-4 MILL 
TAX BILL PUT OFF, 


HE WANTS SENATOR WARD 10 
RECALL IT, 


The Lansing correspondents of to- 
reiterate in their 
dispatches the nucleus of the interview 
a representative of The Times had with 
Governor Pingree concerning the one- 
fourth of a mill University tax bill. The 
Free Press correspondent writes his 
paper as follows: 

‘Governor Pingree arrived from De- 
troit late this afternoon and lost no 
time in unfolding a scheme for cutting 
down appropriations so as to make it 
appear that the odium of high taxes will 
not reflect on him personally. He 
brought with him along message on the 
subject intended for both the senate 
and house, in which he asked that the 
Jackson prison and Agricultural college 
appropriations be called back and re- 
duced by cutting out different items not 
absolutely necessary. He also had a 
talk with Senator Ward regarding the 
measure giving the University a tax of 
one-fourth of a mill instead of ‘one-sixth 
of a mill, and intimated that it would 
be desirable to have the bill recalled 
and the time for givinig it effect changed 
so that the additional tax will not have 
to be collected for at least a year, or 
perhaps two years. ‘This would make 
a saving olf $135,000.” 

Gov. Pingree sent in a special mes- 
sage to the legislature asking that ap- 
propriations for state 
kept away down. 


SAVED A BARN FROM |

Ald. Brown asked for a permit to 
move the old Sigma Phi house on N.

DEFENDANT WAS ON THE WITNESS 
STAND. 


The Reichert divorce case, with all its 
filthy testimony, was taken up again 
this morning, and any paper would he 
excluded from the mails and from 
homes if 75 per cent of the evidence 
were printed.

I 
told her that her own mother had 
ealled her a — and a —— But I 
never in my life thought my wife: was 
an impure woman. Last Summer she 
called me and my sisters ‘bad names. 
On May 19 she was mad aii the week 
because her sister was working for my 
sister, She asked me if I and my sister 
had been doing wrong. I told her it 
was a — lie. I always sat with my 
brother-in-law in church. My wife 
thought there was something wrong be- 
tween myself and my sister, and my 
wife was always mad when I came 
back from church. She thought he anid 
I were two bad men. One day we all 
met up to my mother-in-law’s. She 
asked me if I and my wife ‘could not 
live happily together. I said we could. 
Then they called\ me a drunkard. I 
toid them that it ‘was a lie. Rev. Mr. 
Klingmann was there. He asked twice 
if there was anyone who would say that 
I had anything to do with my sister. 


Nobody answered. Mr. Klin'gmann said“ 


we should live together and we made 
up and went home together. After that 
one day my wife accused me of being 
drunk. I was not! The next day my 
own son called me a I told my 
wife about it and my son said that 
there was no witness to it but the oats 
bundles. 

“Dr. George was our family physician. 
I told him how my wife had acted and 
what she said about me. I always 
thought there was something wrong 
with my wife. I took Dr. George’s ad- 
vice about going into the probate court 
and to see if she was insane. I did not 
want to get rid of my wilfe. I would 
have given $500 or $1,000 to get her 
cured. The only steps I ever took to 
have my wife committed to ian asylum 
was to have the court appoint two doc- 
tors to inquire into her condition. Dr. 
Herdman asked ‘me if I would take her 
back to live with me. I said I would. 
Then he asked my wife if she would go 
back and live with me. She said ‘no,’ 
that she couldn’t have any more love 
for me.”’

Anyone who has lived in Ypsilanti 
with seeing eyes for the past few years, 
will say that withcut a doubt the city 
is growing, that desirable dwelling 
houses are ‘becoming more anid more in 
demand. The real estate dealers are as 
a unit in declaring that their business 
has been unusually profitable of late 
months, and those citizens who depend 
for their habitation ulpon renting are 
equally unanimous in declaring that it 
is necessary to rise very early in the 
morning to secure an option upon a 
really desiralble place, as a dwelling is 
seized upon the moment the “to rent? 
sign appears. 

This miniature boom 'has been noted 
iby various persons of a speculative turn 
of mind, and the result is that several 
Scores of modern and commodious 
dwellings have recently sprung into ex- 
istence. One entire section of the city 
has been built up and a thoroughfare, 
Brower st., has been extended for the 
distance of several blocks. 

‘A ‘glance about Ypsilanti will reveal 
to the observer that the city is well built 
up, that expansion is the only avenue 
for growth. This truth has been patent 
to the understanding of real estate deal- 
ers for some time, and steps have been 
taken aiccordingly. Some six years ago 
the question, of finding a new point of 
egress for the Ypsilanti and Ann Arbor 
electric road came up. A number of 
property owners on and about the west 
terminus of Ellis st. made to the rail- 
road company an offer, by reason of 
which the road was taken through the 
Normal addition. The city also con- 
cerned itself in offering concessions, and 
it was tacitly understood by the real 


estate company that a highway would 


be opened up by the city along the short. 
cut of the electric road. 

The unwritten compact was carried 
out by the city fathers to the extent of 
laying out a ‘thoroughfare for the dis- 
tance of two blocks along ‘the railroad. 
But the remainder of the way, equal in 
length to several blocks, was left un- 
disturbed. Thus it was that- the expect- 
ed real estate boom in this section, 
called the Normal addition, did not as- 
sume the proportions which those in- 
terested in its growth thad looked for- 
ward to.

THE AMERICAN PLAN. 


Outline of the Scheme for Arbitra- 
tion Proposed by Our Delegates 
at The Hague. 


~ The Hague, June 1.—Both sections of 
the disarmament committee met 
Wednesday and, as was anticipated, 
failed to agree with regard to the ques- 
tions of new inventions in armaments. 
The drafting committee of the arbitra- 
tion committee made some advance. 
The American delegates submitted 
their scheme relating to an arbitration 
tribunal. The plan differs from the 
British proposal. In substance it is as 
follows: 

It provides that each country shall ap- 
point a single arbitrator, to be selected by 
the supreme courts of the signatory pow- 
ers. The tribunal shall have a permanent 
central seat, and be composed of at least 


three judges, who shall not be natives or 
racidentea of countries helonzcine to the 


Gen. Otis Has Not Asked for Addi- 
tional Troops. 


WILL BE SENT, HOWEVER, IF NEEDED. 


Army of 25,000 Regulars Is Consid- 
ered Sufficiently Large—V olun- 
teers Will Not Be Called For 
Under Present Conditions. 


Washington, June 1. — The president 
Wednesday declared to a congressional 
caller that there was not at present any 
contemplation of largely increasing 
Gen. Otis’ forces in the Philippines. He 
said that nothing had been received 
from Gen. Otis which indicated the ne- 
cessity for more troops beyond the reg- 


ulars who are to be sent to relieve the 
retiring volunteers. But the president 


added that if additional forces became 


necessary they would be promptly fur- | 


nished. A number of governors of 
states had advised him that they could 
furinsh regiments in short order if the 
occasion required. But at the same 
time the president expressed his strong 
belief and confidence that necessity for 
mustering in additional volunteers inac- 
cordance with the authority granted by 
the army reorganization bill would not 


be wise. 


Has Not Asked for 30,000 Troops. 

Secretary Alger was with the presi- 
dent for some time discussing the sit- 
uation. When he left the white house 
he denied that Gen. Otis had cabled that 
80,000 troops would be necessary. He 
said: 

“Gen. Otis had been notified from time 
to time that all the troops he considered 
necessary would be supplied to him, and 
not a word of complaint has come from 
him. Wednesday morning I cabled to 
Otis giving him definite information as to 
the number of regulars he would have after 
the volunteers are withdrawn. Including 
the Nineteenth infantry, which was de- 
layed at Ponce by the stranding of the 
transport Meade, he will have 25,000 regu- 
lars. I asked him if more than that num- 
ber would be required. 

‘we desire this information because if 
volunteers must be mustered in it will re- 
quire all the time between now and the end 
of the rainy season to muster them in, 
equip them and transport them to the 
scene of action. We could, if necessary, 
furnish Gen. Otis with about 5,000 or 6,000 
additional regulars without calling for 
volunteers, but the sending of additional 
regulars would reduce the troops at the 
military posts in this country to a mini- 
mum and cramp us somewhat in Cuba and 
Porto Rico. We have absolutely no reason 


to believe that Gen. Otis will request more 


troops than we can furnish without en- 
listing volunteers.” 
Saw the Men Captured. 

Manila, June 1. — Details regarding 
the capture by Filipinos of two officers 
of the United States hospital ship Re- 
lief Tuesday have just been obtained. 
The Relief lies in the harbor in front of 
this city. Third Officer Fred Heppy 
and Assistant Engineer Charles Bland- 
ford rigged a sail on one of the ship’s 
boats and went sailing along the shore, 
on the south, opposite the insurgent 
lines. The boat became becalmed near 
the shore and some native canoes with 
Filipinos on board put out and captured 
the two men, who were unarmed, ané 
also took possession of the boat. The 
United States turret ship Monadnock 
quickly sent a boat with a landing 
party ashore, under cover of her guns, 
and shelled the shore briskly. The na- 
tives, however, rushed the prisoners 
into the woods before the Monadnock’s 
boat reached land. Persons on board 
several other ships saw the affair 
through glasses, but were unable to 
prevent the capture of Messrs. Heppy 
and Blandford. 

Friendly natives arriving here from 
the country around San Isidro and San 
Miguel report that a reign of terror has 
prevailed since the American troops 
were withdrawn from those parts of the 
islands. The insurgents who are re-

NORMAL ADDITION, 


Anyone who has lived in Ypsilanti 
with seeing eyes for the past few years, 
will say that with'cut a doubt the city 
is growing, that desirable dwelling 
houses are ‘becoming more anid more in 
demand. The real estate dealers are as 
a unit in declaring that their business 
has been unusually profitable of late 
months, and those citizens who depend 
for their habitation ulpion renting are 
equally unanimous iin declaring that it 
is necessary ‘to rise very early in the 
morning’ to secure an option upon a 
really desiralble place, as a dwelling is 
seized upon the moment the “to rent” 
Sign appears. 

This miniature boom thas been noted 
by various persons of a speculative turn 
of mind, and the result is that several 
scores of modern and commodious 
dwellings have recently sprung into ex- 
istence. One entire section of the city 
has been built up and a thoroughfare, 
Brower st., has been extended for the 
distance of several blocks. 

A glance about Ypsilanti will reveal 
to the observer that the city is well built 
up, that expansion is the only avenue 
for growth. This truth has been patent 
to the understanding of real estate deal- 
ers for some time, and steps have been 
taken accordingly. Some six years ago 
the question of finding a new point of 
egress for the Ypsilanti and Ann Arbor 
electric road came up. A number of 
property owners on and about the west 
terminus of Ellis st. made to the rail- 
road company an offer, by reason of 
which the road was taken through the 
Normal addition. The city also con- 
cerned itself in offering concessions, and 
it was tacitly understood by the real 
estate company that a highway would 
be opened up by the city along the short. 
cut of the electric road. 

The unwritten compact was carried 
out by the city fathers to the extent of 
laying out a thoroughfare for the dis- 
tance of two blocks along the railroad. 
But the remainder of the way, equal in 
length to several blocks, was left un- 
disturbed. Thus it was that-.the expect- 
ed real estate boom in this section, 
called the Normal addition, did not as- 
sume the proportions which those in- 
terested in its growth had looked for- 
ward to. For two blocks the way was 
laid out into a street and a cross street 
was made south to Congress st., and 
aside from the travelled way there was 
no opportunity for a healthy existence. 

Property owners other than those di- 
rectly interested in the matter have 
viewed the comparative stagnation of 
real estate business in thie addition, and 
it has been decided to make a concerted 
effort to bring about the completing of 
the street. A petition will be circulated 
through the faculty of the Normal and 
a similar document among the general 
citizen body, and an. effort will be made 
to induce the city anid the Second ward 
to finish the work and each bear half 
of the financial burden. It was stated 
by the prime movers in the enterprise 
that the petition will be ready for sig- 
natures ‘this afternoon, and would im- 
mediately be put in circulation. 

The opening of such a street through 
the Normal addition would undoubtedly 
be of appreciable ‘benefit to the prop- 
erty owners in that section, but the 
city at large would (be also receiving a 
quid. pro quo. Room for growth is need- 
ed, and that vicinity, but a few blocks 
distant from the Normal college, seems 
the destined seat of activity. In addi- 
tion to affording a short cut into the 
city, it would supply ‘that ‘which at 
present is wofully lacking, a pleasant 
entrance ‘from ‘Ann Arbor. As the situa- 
tion now is, it is necessary for the 
stranger in coming into the city to pass 
through a quarter far from represent- 
ing the flower of Ypsilanti’s architec- 
ture or citizenship.

THE AMERICAN PLAN. 


Outline of the Scheme for Arbitra- 
tion Proposed by Our Delegates 
at The Hague. 


the disarmament committee met 
Wednesday and, as was anticipated, 
failed to agree with regard to the ques- 
tions of new inventions in armaments. 
The drafting committee of the arbitra- 
tion committee made some advance. 
The American delegates submitted 
their scheme relating to an arbitration 
tribunal. The plan differs from the 
British proposal. In substance it is as 
follows: 


It provides that each country shall ap- 
point a single arbitrator, to be selected by 
the supreme courts of the signatory pow- 
ers. The tribunal shall have a permanent 
central seat, and be composed of at least 
three judges, who shall not be natives or 
residents of countries belonging to the 
powers in disaccord. The general expenses 
shall be shared proportionately. In the 
event of new facts arising within three 
months of a decision, the same tribunal 
shall have power to try again the ques- 
tions in dispute. Recourse to the tri- 
bunal shall be optional for the signatory 
powers. The tribunal shall not take cog- 
nizance of any dispute until assured that 
the parties concerned will accept its de- 
cision. The convention shall come into 
force and the tribunal be established when 
nine powers, eight of whom shall be Eu- 
ropean or American and four of whom shall 
be signatories of the declaration of Paris, 
1856, shall have adhered to the convention. 

Apart from the above project, the 
Americans proposed a special scheme 
of mediation, providing that, in the 
event of a difference arising between 
two powers, each shall choose another 
power to act as its second. The powers 
thus selected shall do all they can to 
reconcile the opponents. These sec- 
onding powers shall, even when war 
has broken out, continue their efforts 
with a view of ending hostilities as 


soon as possible.

Has Not Asked for 30,000 Troops. 

Secretary Alger was with the presi- 
dent for some time discussing the sit- 
uation. When he left the white house 
he denied that Gen. Otis had cabled that 
80,000 troops would be necessary. He 
said: 

“Gen. Otis had been notified from time 
to time that all the troops he considered 
necessary would be supplied to him, and 
not a word of complaint has come from 
him. Wednesday morning I cabled to 
Otis giving him definite information as to 
the number of reguiars he would have after 
the volunteers are withdrawn. Including 
the Nineteenth infantry, which was de- 
layed at Ponce by the stranding of the 
transport Meade, he will have 25,000 regu- 
lars. I asked him if more than that num- 
ber would be required. 

“We desire this information because if 
volunteers must be mustered in it will re- 
quire all the time between now and the end 
of the rainy season to muster them in, 
equip them and transport them to the 
scene of action. 
furnish Gen. Otis with about 5,000 or 6,000 
additional regulars without calling - for 
volunteers, but the sending of additional 
regulars would reduce the troops at the 
military posts in this country to a mini- 
mum and cramp us somewhat in Cuba and 
Porto Rico. We have absolutely no reason 


to believe that Gen. Otis will request more 


troops than we can furnish without en- 
listing volunteers.” 
Saw the Men Captured. 

Manila, June 1. — Details regarding 
the capture by Filipinos of two officers 
of the United States hospital ship Re- 
lief Tuesday have just been obtained. 
The Relief lies in the harbor in front of 
this city. Third Officer Fred Heppy 
and Assistant Engineer Charles Bland- 
ford rigged a sail on one of the ship’s 
boats and went sailing along the shore, 
on the south, opposite the insurgent 
lines. The boat became becalmed near 
the shore and some native canoes with 
Filipinos on board put out and captured 
the two men, who were unarmed, ané 
also took possession of the boat. The 
United States turret ship Monadnock 
quickly sent a boat with a landing 
party ashore, under cover of her guns, 
and shelled the shore briskly. The na- 
tives, however, rushed the prisoners 
into the woods before the Monadnock’s 
boat reached land. Persons on board 
several other ships saw the affair 
through glasses, but were unable to 
prevent the capture of Messrs. Heppy 
and Blandford. 

Friendly natives arriving here from 
the country around San Isidro and San 
Miguel report that a reign of terror has 
prevailed since the American troops 
were withdrawn from those parts of the 
islands.
